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DARE WE DELAY? 


LOR some time now, a noticeable lull has descended on the Com- 
niunity’s domestic affairs. So noticeable is it, indeed, that the 
quictude can almost be felt. This does not mean,.of course, that 
we have ceased to trouble ourselves with specifically Anglo-Jewish 
issues. The wheels of our organisations must continue to turn, 
and discussion rises and falls upon this question or that. But the 
heat has gone out of communal controversy, and divisions on 
lamiliar issues have grown less acute—or at any rate they have 
grown less conspicuous and are less resolutely pressed. If we 
inquire into the causes of these placid conditions, we shal! probably 
lind one of them in the growing magnitude and urgency of our 
foreign anxieties, which have dwarfed all others and distracted 
attention from them. This is not something peculiar to the 
Jewish Community. It exists no less in the country at large, 
where we find domestic differences almost stilled, partisan pugna- 
city cooled, and a disinclination to unseat the existing Government, 
or, as the pepular saying has it, to swop horses while crossing a 
stream (or torrent), The grave potentialities in world affairs have 
reduced those at home to relative insignificance. 

Nevertheless, it is vital for the Community not to be deceived 
into the delusion that because its foreign complications press, and 
press hard, therefore domestic questions can be dismissed and 
forgotten. There could, indeed, be no greater blunder—if only 
lor the reason that these troubles may, probably must, have their 
serious repercussions on Jewish conditions not only in this but in 
“very country. Much is heard, nowadays, of the necessity for 
Preparing, during the fat years, for the lean years that may 
be ahead. It is the advice of Joseph to Pharaoh which, 
‘ranslated for us into the terms of modern conditions, means that 
Curing the present comparative calm in home affairs, wisdom 
“ictates provision against future cares. In a word, the present 
peaceful interlude offers an invaluable opportunity not for sleep 
but for calm thinking and planning in relation to the future of 
Jewry in these islands. 

To begin with. if the deepening distress in Poland remains 
unalleviated, and the threat of ‘‘ a second Germany ** in Rumania 
Materialises, there will be loud and insistent.calls for succour. 


Palestine, too, must make its paramount claim. How are these to 
be met by a Community whose resources are already largely 
mortgaged by the seven-year covenant on behalf of German 
Jewry? How are they to be reconciled with the claims of our 
home charities? No good or sensible Jew wants to set one group 
of Jewish causes against another. Yet, partly by weeding out 
unnecessary organisations, partly by whipping up the laggards and 
indifferentists, and partly by other means yet to be devised, fresh 
resources will have to be found to carry the new burdens, and 
the time for their consideration is now. Take another question, 
the one known as Jewish Defence. An organisation has been 
improvised for this purpose which seems, in the circumstances, to 
be acquitting itself satisfactorily. But we have to strengthen it 
in every practicable way. In this connection we have to point out 
that the need for trustworthy statistics, which brought an agonising 
cri de coeur trom Tur Jewish CHRONICLE fifty: years ago, and has 
been reiterated again and again since then, remains still unsatisfied, 
though immeasurably more acute. 

Further, the Community have to turn their eyes inwards as well 
as towards the enemy at the gate, to cleanse their own household, 
and thus to give the enemy the fewest possible excuses to 
blaspheme. This particular aspect of the question admittedly 
bristles with difficulties. Various suggestions are put forward, 
to which more or less valid objections are immediately raised, 
though this can hardly apply to the method of private remon- 
Strance which appears to have met with a certain amount of 
success. Butthe fact that there are difficulties does not absolve 
us from hard thinking upon the question, and again the time ts 
now, before the arrival of a slump should enable the watchful 
anti-Semite in this country to play the usual unscrupulous game of 
turning the Jew into the scapegoat for the national misfortunes. 
In the long run. probably the only effective approach to 
the problem of the “‘black sheep”* will be the approach by 
way of Jewish instruction for the young and the adolescent. 
In this sense, the old saying that ** the remedy for anti-Semitism 
is more Judaism ~’ may be found to be profoundly true. We 
have to prevent our youth from falling victims to irreligion 
and materialism, to concentrate their minds more steadily and 
intensely on those Jewish ethical teachings which have helped 
to set the moral standards among our Christian neighbours in 
this country and which, duly observed, will create a precious link 
with the best in this land. We have to rid them and their 
elders of the desperately evil fallacy that “* getting on” is all 
that matters in life, and that honour, fair play, and justice, which 


are fundamental Jewish conceptions, may be sacrificed in the 


process. We have to cultivate the sense of Jewish responsibility, 
and insist on it unceasingly till the most deaf and unamenable 
are forced to listen. This, we say, is perhaps the surest and even 
the quickest way to [ree us from reproaches that are bread and 
meat to the Jew-baiter, or, if not to free us from them, then at 
least to lessen their potency. And the time to prepare the ways 
and means ts, we repeat, now. 

These, then, are some of the questions which the present lull 
offers a golden opportunity to consider. They prove, beyond 
doubt, that anybody who believes that the existing quietness 
indicates that all is well ts blind to the stark facts. They point to 


. the truth that a host of problems confronts us which would and 


should occupy very much our energy. There is immense need for 
facing them squarely—now ; need to realise that absorption in the 
routine details of existing institutions, so that we cannot see the 
wood for the trees, only falsifies our perspective without spelling 
salvation. Why must the indifferentists be allowed to wait till a 
wave of anti-Semitism shocks them into wisdom ? And since when 
have ad hoc measures for sudden emergencies proved invariably 
successful. here and abroad? The time is opportune for the 
creation of some thinking and planning body, drawn from all 
classes and the best minds, which will deliberate on our necessities, 
and seek, in a practical spirit, the best road to progress and 
security. Butan opportunity such as we now have may not often 
come knocking at our doors, 


NOTES OF THE WEEK 


HOLLAND'S HAPPY EVENT 


Tue birth of a child to the Princess Juliana has given rise to sincere joy 
among the Dutch people. It has also excited the undisguised interest and 
evoked the warmest congratulations of other nations, not only on account 
of the admiration they feel for the Royal House of Holland but because 
of their recognition of the fact that the happy event, by assuring the 
succession to the Dutch throne, adds to the stability and strength 
of a people whose ways are the ways of peace and whom they wish well, 
As Jews, however, we cannot forbear a special word of felicitation, for

hi nself remains in control of it. 
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the relations between our Dutch co-religionists and the House of Orange 
have for generations been of the most cordial character and no 
more loyal subjects have existed in Holland than those of the 
Jewish faith. The friendship of the Royal Family, as our columns 
have often shown, has continued undiminished to this day, a silent 
rebuke to other lands where free institutions have been broken in the hands 
of fanatical rulers. We pray that the Royal line may long continue, 
and that, with the Dutch nation, it may abundantly prosper. 


THE OUTLOOK IN RUMANIA 

THE meetings of the League Council have not produced any material 
easing of the Jewish position in Rumania. The Jewish plea for urgency 
has not been accepted, and the petitions that were presented are to bz 
considered by a Committe: of Three set up expressly for the purpose. 
This result is regrettable, if only for the reason that the Rumanian 
extremists, official and unofficial, are using the delay to run wild against 
the hapless Jewish Community, and it is to be hoped that the promise 
to investigate possible action to improve the situation will bear some 
fruit. Meanwhile, anxious though the emergency be, the meeting at 
Geneva cannot be written off as wholly unavailing from the Jewish point 
of view. The opportunity has been taken to blow sky-high the al'egations 
against the Jews industriously spread by the Rumanian Jew-baiters, and 
that should not be without good results. We can also recognise, with 
the utmost satisfaction, and no little gratitude, the understanding, 
sympathy, and deep humanitarianism which both the British and the 
French Governments have shown in their consideration of the present 
trouble. That attitude is cheering to Jewish hearts, and may yet exert is 
influence: on future events. We profoundly trust it may ! 


AN APPEAL TO MR. OTTO SCHIFF | 

THE suggestion thrown out by “ Watchman ”’ this week that Mr. Otto 
Schiff would be an idea! candidate for the vacant Vice-Presidency of 
the Deputies will receive the hearty endorsement of all who are 
acquainted with his character and with the notable services which h: 
has quietly and over a long pcriod rendered to the Jewish cause. For 
the reasons mentioned by ** Watchman” he has won admiration 
and confidence within the Community as well as without, and his 
accession to the office referred to would bring to the Deputies an added 
authority and respect which could not be too highly valued. We 
realise, of course, that Mr. Schiff already has his hands ful!, and we can 
quite understand the reluctance he might feel to accept fresh responsi- 
bilities which might interfere with the existing work to which he is 
devoted. But we would venture to point out that the Vice-Presidency 
of the Deputies 1s an office of great communal importance, an importance 
disproportionate to the amount of time occupied in its discharge. 
Surely, in face of urgent communal duty, it shou'd be possible for Mr. 
Schiff to delegate som: of the splendid labours that he shoulders 
at present, so that his hands wou'd be freed for the new 
task. We would therefore beg him most earnestly not to cast aside the 
proposal now made, but, by acceptance, to render yet one more 
distinguished service to the Community and lay us a'l under yet a 
further debt of gratitude to his fine public spirit. 


THE BISHOP IN THE SYNAGOGUE 
FoR what would appear to be the first tim: in the annals of the Com- 
munity a Bishop of the Church of England has attended the opening 
and consecration of a Synagogue. The Prelate who thus made 
history was the Bishop ot Chelmsford (Dr. H. A. Wilson), and it was 
at the consecration of the new Ilford and District Synagogue that he 
was present. We should be doing less than our duty if we did 
not record our warm recognition of the breadth of mind, as well as 
the high sens2 of duty, that inspired the Bishop's action. In days which 
sorely need it the Brshop has offered a gesture of goodwill and an 
example of religious and socia! comradeship which, if it could be 
widely copizd, would rid the world of much of its hateful strife and the 
Jews of much of their agony. He has shown himself a leader in the 
sull undeveloped field of mutual understanding—a phras2 which covers 
a much wider area, and gozs more deep, than mere political bargain- 
ing. After all, as the Mayor’s Chaplain (the Rev. A. Comer Stone) 
obszrved on the same occasion, ** we are all working for the sam: 
object—to make our peopte live better and holier lives to serve God.”’ 
It is to the acceptance of that simple and still unperceived or unrecog- 
nised truth that all efforts shou'ld bz bent, and we are profoundly glad 
that the Church, which can do so much in the way of entightenment, 
is a'ive to this imperious task. 


THE STUERMER REAPPEARS 

REFERRING, last Week, to. the suspension of Streicher’s notorious 
pub‘ication, w2 ventured to sugz2si that it was not certain that the 
STUERMER had emitted its last horror and lied its last lic, and to point 
out that it had survived officia! displeasure before. Our doubts have been 
swiftly justifizd: With an apology to Herr Hitler, for invoking his support 
for the death penally against ** race desecratio», ** and with the dismissal 
of two subordinate members of his staff, Herr Streicher retrizved his 
position, Not only has his publication received a new lease of life, but, 
contrary to the report received just before we went to press last week, he 
‘* In all but extreme circles within the 
party,’ says the Berlin correspondent of Tue Times, ** it was generally 
hoped that the STuERMER had at last overstepped the mark, and 


that its pages might no more disfigure and disgrace the public buildings 
on which it is regularly displayed."’ These hopes have been disappointed, 
but that they were so widely entertained is at least evidence that there are 
limits to the anti-Jewish campaign beyond which no self-respecting 
Germans are content to pass. : 


NAZI WORRIES 
THAT a determined stand was made against the paper, however. there 
seems to be little doubt, and it would probably be no mere exercise of

The Splendid Cardinal 

in his message to THe Jewish Curoniccie a fortnight ago, apropos of 
he article ** A Question to the Nations,”’ that had appeared in this 
-olumn. Cardinal Hinsley declared that, in the matter of persecution, 
he took up the same stand as his predecessors, Cardinals Manning and 
Rourne. He condemned it wherever it was. His citation of these two 
-ninent Catholic ecclesiastics, and particularly of Manning, brings to life 
a really remarkable chapter in Jewish-Catholic re'ationship in this 
country. Indeed, it would be hard to find anywhere a mutual 
.mpathy so profound, so vivid, and so inspiring as that which existed 
rerween the great Catholic dignitary and the Jews. When Manning died, 
‘9 January, 1892, the Anglo-Jewish Community was plunged in the 
deepest grief. The synagogues rang with eloquent appreciation of his 
-haracter and his services to Jewry. It happened that the same week 
which saw the death of the Cardinal! brought also the news of the passing 
of the heir to the throne, the Duke of Clarence. In many of the 
s\pagogues the mourning was therefore a dual one, and Tue Jewisu 
( veonicce carried a special Supplement with heavy black border, headed 
‘The Late Duke of Clarence and Cardinal Manning. Sympathetic 
addresses in Synagogues.*’ Had a Jewish nation, with a flag of its 
own. existed at that time, that flag would have been at half-mast on the 
dav that Manning died !

\unning had many friends and acquaintances in the Jewish Community, 
but the Jew he most respected, said this paper in its obituary notice, 
vas always the one whom he knew to be ** an earnest adherent to the 
lewish religion.’* But it is principally hts championship of the down- 
trodden Russian Jews that remains in Jewish memory and lends 
senificance to Cardinal Hinsley’s pronouncement.

The Baroness was 
Calcd away to see a lady in another room, who happened to be a 
‘rongly Evangelical Protestant. ‘* You had better stay to lunch,”’ she 
remarked to the visitor, ** Cardinal Wiseman is here, and you might 
like to meet him.’? The lady drew herself to her full height, heaved a 
scornful sigh, and replied : *‘ Oh dear no!

A Life of Service 


Mr. Schitf has done magnificent service to the Jewish cause. His 
work, in collaboration with his brother, the late Mr. Ernst Schiff, for 
the Belgian refugees at the time of the War was almost of heroic propor- 
tions. He threw himself with ardour ‘into the succouring of Hitler's 
Jewish victims. And as President of the Jews* Temporary Shelter he 
has shown the same zeal for the poor and afflicted of his people here. 
Nor can the knowledge: gained in these high-minded endeavours have 
failed to impress him with the importance of Palestine’s place in the 
handling of the Jowsh problem. In all his activities, moreover, 
he has manifesied a modesty, a level-headedness, a transparent 
honesty, a  kindliness, and a. devotion to the work for the 
works sake that have won. him the general confidence and 
estecm, while the experience he has acquired its unexcelied 
and likely to prove ot the utmost value in the = near future. 
Iwo other qualitications may be mentioned, The first is that his 
connestion with the Shelter must have given him contacts with and 
knowledge of Past London—a consideration of no small consequence. 
The second ts that he ts liked and trusted in Government departments. 
One cannot help feeling, too, that he will be a steadying influence among 
all parties at the Board, lending tts deliberations and actions an added 
sense of responsibility and increasing the respect mm which the 
Deputies are held both within and without the Community. Finally, 
I can hardly belreve that any of the other candidates mentioned for 
the office would fatl, acting on pure merits, to stand aside tn hts favour, 
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and so secure him a unanimous election. If, with the public sp:rit: he 
has always displayed, he should allow his namz to go forward, his 
election would, in many views, be a most happy choice. 


The Chief Rabbinate 


Rumours of the impending retirement of Dr. Hertz from the office of 
Chief Rabbi have been circulating of late. 1 gather, however, that they 
are without foundation. Chief Rabbis, like soldiers, it has been 
jocularly said, never die: they simply fade away. In any cas?, 
so far are thoughts of resignation from th: mind of the present 
incumbent of the office that he is. in fact, said to be looking 
forward to his golden jubilee, which would mean that he would 
still be in harness at the age of ninety or thereabouts. No 
doubt, however, the report is a hyperbolical way of saying that the 
‘* Chief ’’ looks forward to many more years of active service, and that 
desire, we must all hope, will be realised. Nevertheless, even Chiet 
Rabbis are subject to human limitations, and one cannot help wonder- 
ing whether our leaders ever reflect on the position that will arise 
when Dr. Hertz does retire from his labours, whether they have any 
ideas as to the future work and functions of the office, if it is retained, 
the qualifications that will be expected of the next Chief Rabbi and 
where they are to find him, and the whole question of our ecclesiastical 
organisation, which has remained unchanged for many years. One ts 
not too sure that it is too early to think of such things. Yet the 
complete indifference, amounting almost to levity, with which promising 
Ministers are allowed to migrate overseas hardly suggests that anybody 
is Seriously doing so.

The lecturer related this tale by way of illustrating the persistently 
maleficent effect on Jews of the crucifixion story as oftea taught by 
Christian teachers, Some time ago steps were taken, I bélieve, by 
members of our Community to procure a more reasonable and ‘tolerant 
instruction, but with what success | do not know. The surprising 
thing, however, is that animus against Jews for the alleged crime of 
their ancestors should still linger on in these days of cooled religious 
fervour, days when birth rather than faith is held to be the Jew’s 
offence. One can hardly imagine the paganising ** German Christians, *’ 
for instance, feeling particularly aggrieved over the supposed wrong 
done by Jews to the founder of Christianity !

NORTH-WEST LONDON JEWISH LIBRARY 
Address by Sir Robert Waley Cohen 


‘The need for more adequate premises for the North-West London Jewish 
Library was stressed at a meeting held last Sunday in the Rose Freedman 
Hall of the Cricklewood Synagogue, Walm Lane. Mr. M. Barnett presided, 
and Sir Robert Waley Cohen delivered an address on “The Cultural 
Importance of a Jewish Library.” 
_ Sur Robert said the purpose of the Library was not only to be of cultural 
importance, but also to inspire Jews with the reason for their existence 
as a Community. He was informed that there was a great demand in that 
Library for Rabbinical literature and books, as well as for English literature 
and history, He appealed for greater financial support and an increased 
membership. 

Mr. B. B. Lieberman said that the Library was housed in a small room, 
which lessened its usefulness as a centre for study. His Suggestion that the 
United Synagogue might be able to place the house adjoining the Synagogue 
at the disposal of the Library was strenuously opposed by Sir Robert. who 
said that it was the duty of the people in Cricklewood and the surrounding 
Congregations to support the Library. 

Dayan M. Lazarus, in moving a vote of thanks to Sir Robert. said 
that 400 readers used the Library and they needed a new place to be able 
to display its contents. 

Other speakers were Messrs. L. Eisen, M. Schiff, Nisenbaum, Toeman 
D. H. Aaron and J. Litvin, the Librarian. Mr. F. M. Landau, Chairman of 
the Library, announced several donations, and paid a tribute to the Librarian 
and to the Blumenthal family for their support.

to the eve of the curious. Any stranger can then look throug! 
gaps and see what is taking place within. For a people with 
home. living mia wilderness, surrounded by jealous and hostile I 

this might prove a serious embarrassment, It might prove dange: 
But Israel had no reason to be afraid. The interior of the Tabern 
and the services performed therein could only command respec! 
reverence. and the eve of the honest onlooker could not fail to 
impressed with the serenity and sacredness of all that took p! 
therein. 

In a sense. the Jews have always lived in a Tabernacle of curt 
The leaders of our Communities always knew that neighbours, n 
hostile, were watching and were eager to discover what it was 
our Sanctuaries contained, what it was that inspired us ard pres 
our religious life. Those who worshipped in those Tabernacles » 
always aware of the piercing look of the outsider, and they 
prepared to see the curtains lifted by strange hands. They 
always open to scrutiny and searching inquiry. In view of! 
frequently hostile intentions of the outside observer they were o 
apprehensive, but never afraid. This applied not only to the Ser 
in the houses of worship but also to life in the home, to social! 
communal activities, to the performance of civic duties, to sec 
transactions, to commercial enterprises, to relations with o 
neighbours. Every effort was made to avoid any action or att! 
that might be misunderstood or wrongly construed by the Ge 
neighbour, or that might in any way cause a Chillul Hashem. n° 
of the eagerness with which our detractors seized every oppor 
to present the Jew as the cause of every prevailing evil, thrs 
indeed a wise precaution 

This precaution 1s stil] necessary to-day, It is necessary not 
in the lands of bigotry and persecution, but also in the free 
enlightened countries in which the Jew enjoys equal citizenship 
can play his full part in the life of the nation. Indeed, in th 
countries it is even more necessary. For the closer the contact 
our neighbours the greater 1s our responsibility. There are so mo 
among those around us whose minds are easily impressed by w! 
they see and hear, and who form their opinion of our Commu: 
and our people by the impression they receive of the individual J 
or aS a result of occasional glimpses they obtain of the lite 
activity of particular members of our Community.

We feel entitled to assert that our ethical standarc 
and our religious conceptions are at least as high and trreproacha! 
as those of our Christian fellow-citizens. We feel safe in maintainin 
that obedience to the laws of the Torah and compliance with

“ THE ETERNAL VALUE OF RELIGION” 
Dr. Parkes at the Liberal Synagogue 
JUDAISM, CHRISTIANITY, AND SCIENCE 


[he relation of God and religion to the discoveries of modern science 
was dealt with by the Rev. Dr. James W. Parkes in an address entitled 


* The Eternal Value of Religion,” given in the morning service at the 
Liberal Jewish Synagogue, St. John’s Wood Road, N.W.8, last Sunday. 

He spoke as a Christian priest. believing that what he. had to say was as 
true for the Svnagoeve as for the Church. A theistic religion such as 
Christianity or Judaism, said Dr. Parkes, invited faith in its doctrines and 
obedience to its practices on the hypothesis that man could only be under- 
stood as the child of God, who was the Creator of the world. Doctrine 
and practice changed with the growth of human understanding and discovers. 
but i was the claim of a living religion that those changes only increased 
their understanding of that unchanging foundation of religion 

Modernism in Christianty and Liberal Judaism had grown out of the 


“feeling that the traditional doctrines and practices of each faith failed to 


relate their experience of God and man te the rapid advances of modern 


tence. As no institution, however flexible, could be continually. tromming 
its sarls..there had been an mereasing abandonment of religious expression 
and pariicularl of organised religious worship [Ihe same phenomens 
could be observed in the field of belief Ihe old ideas of the Divine 
Personality belonged to a Universe so infinitely smaller than that revealed 
by modern research that many abandoned the attempt to think of God as 
i Person, and denied that the Universe owed its origin to any single creative 
mind 

[he result of thos © tendencies was often to turn religion into a 
et of ethical principles. to demand loyalty, to them. and to tet all doctrines 
and observances disappear. Ethical principles were. however. not enough. 
in historic Juda ind Christianity, they found their sanction only as they 
were felt to be the expression of the nature and purpose of a personal 
God. There could only be few in the contemporary worid who tound the 
courage to live by ethical principles alone Ihe success of dictatorship 
was not only that it saved people thinking for themselves, but that tu 


provided the discipline of those external forms which religion once possessed, 


and -offered an explanation of the place of the individual man in his 
environment which religion offered him as a child of God. By ceremonies 
nd slogans, by discipline and teaching, it gave the ordinary man, bewildered 
by the complesity of lite, the sense of membership of a victorious society 

Organised religion. to reclaim the allggiance of the masses, had to provide 

more sutissfactors explanation of hfe, based upon two toundations 
tirst. the belief in God not as a relatively satisfying explanation of 
phenomena, but as One who existed entirely apart from anyones views 
about Him Iheolov, had to relate its ideas of God to the scientific view 
of the Universe. tor. just as historic religion had belittled, with its 
inadequate view of God, the scope of His creative activity. so tt had reduced 
the scope of His ullimate purpose.

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BISHOP AT SYNAGOGUE OPENING 


Ilford and District Congregation 


CONSECRATION BY CHIEF RABBI 


The Bishop of Chelmsford (Dr. Henry A. Wilson) was among those 
who attended the opening and consecration of the new Ilford and 
District Synagogue, in Beehive Lane, last Sunday, and by his presence 
he paid a tribute to both the Jewish Community and the Chief Rabbi. 
The Chief Rabbi told me (writes a Jewish CHRONICLE representative) 
that he believed it was the first time that a Bishop had attended such 
a function. Dr. Hertz also reminded me that it was the Bishop of 
Chelmsford who, at a dinner at the Mansion House last June, had 
denounced the persecution of the Jews 

Among others present at Sunday's function were the Mayor ol 
liford and members of the Council, Mr. G. Hutchinson, M.P. for 
Ilford, Dayan Dr. A. Feldman, and Dayan M. Gollop. The service was 
conducted by the Chief Rabbi, assisted by the Revs. M. B. Smerditsky (the 
Minister of the Synagogue) and G. Boyars. of the Hampstead Synagogue, 
and the choir of that Synagogue. under the direction.of Mr. S. Alman. 
The Synagogue was opened. by Mr. Leopold Lazarus. 

Dr. Hertz delivered an address, in the course of which he said that a 
Temple ‘of the Lord could not be where there was discord or violence. 
He knew of no more important truth than this to impress upon those men 
and women who were that day consecrating themselves to the service of 
God in that sanctuary. As to discord, they need but remember Hillel's 


great dictum to every child of Israel: “ Love peace and pursue peace: love 
thy fellow-creatures. and bring them near to religion. Even more fatal 


than discord was siolence [hey must have respect for the honour. the 
welfare. and possessions of their fellow-men. They called that justice. The 
tragedy of the Jew throughout the ages had been that he had been denied 
justice and made the victim of injustice. Let them, therefore. not deny 
justice to. or do anything which would constitute an assault upon, any 
human being. 

Ihe Chief Rabbi unveiled a twablet. presented by Messrs. A. Newman and 
M. Lemberger. which records the consecrauon of the Synagogue. 

Following the service, a reception was given by the Ladies’ Guild in the 
hall below: the Synagogue. Mr. E. Harries, the President of the 
Congregation, presided. 

A. Gotprera. Warden of the Synagogue. proposed a vote of thanks 
to the Chief Rabbi and the officiating clergy. He congratulated Dr. Hertz 
on his completion in-a few weeks time of twenty-five years service to 
the Anglo-Jewish Community. He also thanked the Revs. G. Boyars and 
M. B. Smerditsky for their work. 

Ihe Rev. M. B. SMerDiITSKY proposed a vote of thanks for their presence 
to the Civic Authorities.

RUMANIAN ISSUE SHELVED 


League Appoints a Committee 


DEFERRING TO THE GOGA GOVERNMENT 


Promise of “ Unofficial Action ” 


The Council of the League of Nations last Saturday set up a 
Committee of Three to consider the petitions of the World Jewish 
Congress, the Alliance Israélite Universelle, the Joint Foreign Com- 
mittee, and the Committee for the Protection of the Rights of Jews 
in Central and Eastern Europe, accusing the Rumanian Government 
of having violated the Minority Treaty by its anti-Jewish measures. 

The Committee of Three is to consider the petitions under the 
ordinary procedure, and not, as the Jewish petitioners desired, under 
urgency procedure. 

The announcement of the setting up of the Committee of Three was 
made by the President of the Council, M. Adle (Iran), who stated at 
a closed session of the Council that, following the recommendation 
of M. Avenol, the Secretary-General of the League, the Jewish petitions 
would not be considered under the requested procedure since, in 
M. Avenol's opinion, “ the position could not be usefully considered 
until the observations of the Rumanian Government were available.” 

M. Adle stated that the Jewish petitions would, in fact, be sent to the 
Rumanian Government for its observations, and announced that, in 
his capacity as President, he intended to set up a Committee of Three, 
consisting of himself and the representatives of Great Britain and 
France, to examine the petitions. The Committee would meet some 
time before the May session of the League Council in order to 
formulate its report. 

In view of the urgency of the situation, M. Adle proposed that the 
Committee of Three should meet in order to deal with the position 
without waiting for the next ordinary session of the Council. He and 
his British and French colleagues were already investigating what 
unofficial action could be taken immediately to improve the situation. 

The Jewish Telegraphic Agency reports that the unofficial action 
indicated by M. Adle may consist of new representations by the British 
and French Ministries in Bucharest directly to M. Goga. 

Before the Council arrived at its decision, the British and French 
delegates are reported to have suggested to M. Micescu a “ gentlemen's 
agreement’ whereby England and France would not raise the Jewish 
issue at Geneva during the present session of the League Council 
provided the Rumanian Government gave proper assurances that they 
would not enforce any of the anti-Jewish measures already announced 
until after the Parliamentary elections in March. Should these 
assurances be given, the appointment of the Committee of Three to 
examine the, Jewish petitions would be postponed until a later date. 
M. Goga himself is said to have vetoed this proposal. 


“ Fight Will Be Continued ” 


The Executive Committee of the World Jewish Congress has issued 
a Statement declaring that it will continue its fight for the rights of the 
Rumanian Jews, since the League Council, by refusing urgency 
procedure while Rumania has refused to suspend anti-Jewish measures, 
is actually leaving hundreds of thousands of Rumanian Jews in the 
same danger as before. 

An emergency conference of the Administrative and Executive Com- 
mittees of the American Jewish Congress, meeting in New York last 
Sunday, adopted a resolution appealing to the League of Nations for 
further safeguards of Jewish rights in Rumania. The resolution also 
appeals to the American Government to make further representations 
to the Rumanian Government. 

Mr. Hamilton Fish, a grandson of the American Secretary of State 
who, in 1872, protested against Rumanian oppression of the Jews. this 
week introduced a resolution in the House of Representatives calling 
upon President Roosevelt to advise the House as to what information 
the State Department has regarding the present Jewish persecution 
in Rumania. Mr. Fish, in his speech, appealed to Congress to urge 
President Roosevelt to make an “ appropriate remonstrance to the 
Rumanian Government.” Mr. Dodd, formerly U.S. Ambassador to 
Germany, also attended the session, though ill, and pleaded for united 
action to preserve European peace and democracy by co-operating in 
economic matters and “ stringently applying boycotts against Govern- 
ments violating solemn treaties.” 

he Hungarian daily, AMPRIKEA MaGyar NEepSZAVA. published in 
New York, reports from Geneva that the Hungarian delegation 
rejected an attempt by M. Micescu to obtain Hungary's support for 
the Rumanian Government's anti-Jewish measures by a promise not 
to molest the Hungarian minority. The Hungarian delegates. the paper 
declares, replied that Hungary did not differentiate between its citizens 
according to their racial origin. es 

The Jewish People’s Council Against Fascism and 
meeting in London this week, passed a resolution viewing with disquiet 
the fact that the Council of the League of Nations had not placed on 
the agenda for immediate discussion, as a matter of urgency, the 
infringements of the rights of Rumanian minorities.

In Lwow, at the High School of Commerce, Endeks severely injured 
three Jewish students.

Following a meeting of all the professors at the Lwow Polytechni 
last week, notices were posted up condemning anti-Jewish excesses and 
calling on students to preserve order. 


Last week in Vilna, National Radical Falangists attacked and injured 
thirty Jewish pedestrians amid shouts of “It will soon be the same here 
as in Rumania!” The rioters threw stink-bombs into Jewish shops and 
smashed the windows of the home of Deputy Rabbi Rubinstein. The police 
finally dispersed them, making ten arrests. 

The Supreme State Tribunal has annulled a sentence of three-and-a-half 
years’ imprisonment passed on a Jew named Isaac Frydman, on a charge 
of shooting into the crowd during the pogrom in Przytyk two years ago. 
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THREAT TO LITHUANIAN MINORITIES 
Rights Ignored by New Constitution 


The new Lithuanian Constitution, submitted by the Government to 
a special session of Parliament last week, has aroused extreme concern 
among the national minorities, including. the Jews: for it omits entirely 
all the clauses of the old Constitution safeguarding the minorities’ 
national and cultural autonomy. The only reassuring facts are that all 
citizens are declared equal before the law, and that, according to the 
Jewish Telegraphic Agency, the Government has expressed its intention 
of issuing a declaration after the new Constitution is adopted that the 
minorities will continue to enjoy full equality of rights. The Constitu- 
“ion is due to enter into force on February 16th, the twentieth anniver- 
ary of the proclamation of Lithuanian independence.

JEWS AND NAZI “ MACHTPOLITIK ” 
American Jewish Committee’s Attack 


(From our Correspondent—New York] 


_ The maintenance of democratic ideals as a prerequisite for the 
future welfare of Jews and other minorities was the keynote of the 
report submitted to the thirty-first annual meeting of the American 
Jewish Committee in New York recently. The report, presented by 
the Secretary, Mr. Morris D. Waldman, was a vivid analysis of the 
outstanding international developments during the past year, as well 
as a summary of the Committee’s ramified activities. 

“It has become increasingly clear,” the report declared, “ that the 
problems of ‘the Jews, never wholly absent from the world scene, have 
during the past year been thrust into a more conspicuous place, and 
that those problems cannot intelligently be dealt with except agains! 
the background ot international developments. Indeed, we cannot 
expect to serve our fellow-Jews unless we recognise that the crisis 
facing them ts part of the wider crisis confronting all humanity. 

“The crisis has become more acute because of the furthe: 
deterioration of international morality, as evidenced by the ominous 
reappearance of the pre-War system of militarism. secret diplomacy, 
Strident nationalism, and aggressive alliances. The Government which 
is Chiefly responsible for leading the world into this condition is the 
same Government that has unleashed a universal attack on the Jews 
$9 savage as to be without historical precedent. The Nazi Govern- 
ment has, since 1933, taken the lead in tearing up treaties, in under- 
mining the independence ef other States, in starting a world-wide 
armaments race. and in making war and conquest the supreme goals 
of national policy.” said the report. Stating that Nazt diplomacy thas 
aligned the war-mongering nations of the world against the peace- 
loving nations. ut added: “ It ts not an exaggeration to say that upon 
the outcome of the diplomatic activities between these two. groups 
of countries depends the peace of Europe and, involved therein, the 
destiny of millions of Jews.”

SHOPS ACT EXEMPTIONS 
Attempt to Secure Half-Holiday 


_ At a meeting of shopkeepers convened by the East London Con- 
fectioners’, Newsagents’, and Tobacconists’ Association and held at 
89, Myrdle Street, E.. on Wednesday evening, the principle of a 
statutory half-day closing was accepted. Discussion on the day that 
should be chosen, however, continued until a late hour. 

Mr. A. J. Lyons, the Chairman. of the Association, who presided, said 
that the organisation had been formed to introduce some order into the 
appalling conditions that existed in the trade. He explained that news- 
agents, confectioners, and tobacconists were exempted from that section 
of the Shops Act, 1912, which enacted a statutory half-day closing for all 
trades. The Association had been formed to press for the removal of this 
exemption. He explained that the necessary legislation could be obtained 
only with the consent of a two-thirds majority of all the interested 
traders in the district concerned, 350 shopkeepers had already signed such 
an agreement 

Mr. B. Glass moved, and Mr. M. Alan seconded, that the half-day closing 
be on Thursday, but much opposition was aroused. It was made clear 
in the subsequent discussion that so diverse and conflicting were the interests 
in those trades that agreement on a common half-day would be virtually 
impossible. Newsagents objected to closing on a week-day because they 
had to handle the evening papers: and accordingly suggested Sunday. On 
that day, however, confectioners are usually busy. Saturday was objected 
to because that would mean preferential treatment being given to Jews who 
wished to observe the Sabbath; and it was suggested that non-Jews who 
wished to observe their Sabbath would complain. 

Many traders said that it would be desirable to secure a more rigid 
working of the existing laws. whereby the sale of newspapers and tobacco 
was formdden after 8 p.m... but the sale of confectionery was allowed until 


9.50. There were innumerable infringements of this law by traders whose 
shops purveved all three commodities. Jews and non-Jews alike were 
euilty, 


THE SUNDAY TRADING ACT 


At Old Street Police Court on Wednesday, eighty-four appeals respecting 
Variations of licences tor street trading granted by the Stepney Borough 
Counci! under the Shops (Sunday Trading Restriction) Act, 1936, were 
adjourned sine die. as the Magistrate, Mr. Everard Dickson, who was there 
tor that afternoon only, wished them to be dealt with by one who sat at that 
C ourt regularly 

Mr. Barnett Janner, who represented eighty of the appellants, said it 
was not purely a question of whether the Stepney Borough Council or 
any other Council wanted to stop trading on a certain day. His contention 
would be that there was a very important question of principle at issue, 
in which the whole street trading community was likely to be involved.

' JHE B.U.F. IN THE EAST END 
Declining Activity and Resources 
SUCCESS OF ANTI-FASCIST PROPAGANDA 
[From our Special Correspondent] 


All is not well with the B.U.F. Mosley has written a personal 
message in Action, for the first time speaking of “ great necessity 
and appealing to his followers for financial support. The BLACKSHIRT, 
the movement's oldest paper, becomes from now on a monthly, and the 
Shoreditch branch of the B.U.F., following the resignation of * Bill 
Bailey, shows signs, according to reliable informants, of that disintegra- 
tion which is affecting the whole of the Fascist organisation. 

Three main tendencies are responsible for the weak health of the 
B.U.F. in the East End. First, the propaganda of the anti-Fascist 
forces has been very successful. In Bethnal Green, for instance, every 
Fascist mecting has been countered by an anti-Fascist one, and there 
has been a continuous exposure of the reactionary réle of the “ Trade 
Unions ~ in Fascist countries. Events in Germany and Italy have been 
used with telling effect by anti-Fascists to show that Fascism means 
“guns and not butter ” for the masses | 

Secondly, a great deal of Roman Catholic support has been alienated 
from Fascism by the savage persecution of the Catholics in Germany. 
Ihe recent pronouncements of the Pope and other Catholic leaders 
have considerably embarrassed East End Fascists who have boasted 
of their religious tolerance. 

Thirdly, Bill” Bailey's resignation disclosed a certain rottenness 
within the B.U.F. There is little doubt that the departure of Messrs. 
Beckett and Joyce was a great blow to Mosley’s movement, for they 
were probably his ablest propagandists. Bailey's departure, however, 
was symptomatic of the growing resentment among competent worker 
types in the B.U.F. who were being deliberately pushed aside to make 
way for their wealthier colleagues. The B.U.F. has gradually ceased to 
he, if it ever was, a democratic workers’ movement, and is becomi:* 
an officers’ movement.

Differences Becoming Smaller

Both the rival Fascist bodies, the Imperial Fascist League and the 
British Union, were active in. Finsbury Square on Thursday of last 
week. | found it difficult, however, to find many points of difference 
between them. 

The B.U.F. speaker was dogmatic and pugnacious; the I.F.L. 
speaker calm and pedantic: but they both attacked democracy and high 
finance, using the same old weary arguments. The B.U.F. speaker had, 
however, a great contempt for his rival, and advised people at one 
point “ not to take any serious notice of that little crowd over there.” 

The 1.F.L. speaker, who heard this remark, made no reply. Later, in 
reply to a question as to the difference between the two Fascist 
organisations, he said that there was little difference, his body “ going 
a little deeper” into certain questions. 


“FASCISM AND THE JEWS” 
Dr. Salis Daiches Replies to Attacks 


A series of letters have appeared recently in the SCOTSMAN on 
~ Fascism and the Jews.” They were written by representatives of 
the B.U.F. and contained attacks on the Jews of Britain. Dr. Salis 
Daiches, of Edinburgh, replied to all these attacks. and the Editor 
closed the correspondence last week with a long letter from 
Dr. Daiches, in which he finally refutes the Fascists’ allegations. 

“ The evil that ts being wrought by the anti-Jewish agitation of the 
Fascists in this country becomes clearer. every day, wrote Dr. Daiches. 
“Although one may depend on the British sense of justice to be able to 
protect the people against venomous insinuations and baseless allegations, 
there is the danger that, as happened in Germany, constant repetition of 
false statements may in time appear to have a semblance of truth. and 
give the motives prompting the hateful agitation the appearance of being 
genuine. 

“And while this shameless agitation goes on.” he concludes, “the Jew 
turns his heart to the God of Israel, and prays: * Has Thou forgotten Thy 
people, O God? Are not two thousand years of suffering enough for any 
people to endure? When will bigotry, hatred, and falsehood come to an 
end’” Will not correspondents, instead of continuing their anti- 
Jewish agitation, join in this prayer?”

MANCHESTER JEWS’ SCHOOL 
Old Boys’ Reunion Dinner 
NEED—AND OPPORTUNITY—FOR NEW SCHOOL 
[From our Correspondent] 


There were three hundred present at the reunion dinner of the Jews’ 
School Old Boys’ Union, held at the Cheetham Assembly Rooms on 
Sunday evening. Mr. Morris Wilks presided. Mr, Nathan Laski, J.P.. 
proposing “ The Old Boys’ Union,” said that ex-pupils of the School 
had played a great part in developing Manchester's export trade 
throughout the world. The School had had a remarkably fine academic 
record, and it was interesting to note that the Girls’ School had had 
three headmistresses trained in the School itself. Mr. Laski recalled 
his Secretaryship of the School forty years ago, and also the tact that 
yne of his sons had been Secretary 

Mr. Harry Davis, responding, said that the Old Boys’ Union, which 
numbered over S00 members in 1906, had declined to eight in 1936. 
Those eight had met and revived the Union, and he appealed to all 
Old Boys to enrol. He paid tribute to the work of Miss Nathan and 
her devoted colleagues in re-forming the Old Girls’ Union. 

Mr. Joseph Mamlock said that the School had been founded in 
1838 in a house in Hanover Street, whence it had removed to Cheetham 
Hill Road, and then to the preseat premises in Derby Street in 1869. 
He hoped that that function would be the beginning of a great effort 
to build a new School worthy of a Community of nearly 40,000 Jews. 


Critical Position of the. School 


Mr. Harold Behrens,.President of the School, said that it was In 
a position so critical that the Community would have to face the 
very question of its continuance. The number of pupils had declined 
vear by vear trom 2,000 to under 700, and even more ominous was 
the fact that the 700 included only 140 in thé infants’ department. Yet 
there were 3,000 Jewish children in the area comprising Manchester. 
Saltord, Prestwich, and Whitefield, and actually over 1.000 attending 
other schools close to the Jews’ School in Derby Street. If the Com- 
munity wanted its own school, added Mr. Behrens, the new Education 
Act and the generous offer of the Manchester Education Commiitee 
fo contribute the maximum 75 per cent. grant to the erection of a new 
senior school on a more appropriate site gave it its opporiunity. The 
Managers had applied for permission to go ahead. and had received 
the help and good wishes of Mr. Lester Smith, the Director otf Educe 
tion. Mr. Behrens detailed the following scheme which had been 
agreed on as necessary: a new senior school with 640 places at £75 
per head and a new junior school with S00 places at £30 per head. The 
total cost would be £63,000, towards which about £43,000 would be 
found by grants and assets. Thé Jewish Community would thus have 
to find £20,000. Mr. Behrens said that-a site of eight to ten acres 
near Heaton Park had been found, but the owners were asking a figure 
which the Corporation valuers, who had to approve the site cost. 
declared to be “absolutely ridiculous.” It averaged about £1.650 per 
were. 

€ ouncillor A. Moss, proposing the health of Mr. Neville Laski, K.C.. 
the guest of honour, said that Manchester Jewry was proud that one of 
its sons held a position of such great responsibility in world Jewry. 

Mr. Neville Laski, in reply, said that he was always happy to be 
back among his friends in Manchester. He could not believe that 
Manchester Jewry was incapable of making an effort to save their 
School. They should be willing to translate their love of learning 
into hard cash. They could aim at raising £3,000 per year over a period 
of seven years in order to meet the necessary expenditure. 

Mr. Herbert A. Nathan, J.P., proposing the “ Visiting Old Boys.” 
appealed for a revival of interest in the School. Mr. Reuben Cohen 
(Edinburgh), responding, said he felt sure that the “ Old Boys ” would 
not let the “ Old School” down.

PALESTINE CAN CURE 
EUROPE’S RUNNING WOUND 


Partition a Counsel of Despair 


A FEW ARAB GUNMEN BAR 
SOLUTION TO WORLD PROBLEM 


By VYVYAN ADAMS, M.P. 


Tne extraordinary rise of anti-Semitism in Europe during the past 
few years undoubtedly constitutes a disgrace to Christendom. In 
terms of long-range politics, it ts fundamentally stupid and will 
eventually recoil upon the heads of the anti-Semites. 

But you and I are not living in 1950: and we have to face the scene 
and breathe the air of 1938. It ts an air laden with unreasoning hatreds 
when in many parts of the world Jewish life and property are in 
constant jeopardy. Tyrants are not interested in the remoter future. 
[hey have to secure themselves for the next few months. And ant- 
Semitism is the dirty rod by which Fascists are stirring up trouble 
throughout the world. They must be specially elated at the assistance 
given them by the confusion about the future of Paléstine, which is 
now vexing the official mind in Great Britain. For to Palestine the 
Jews might be expected to go by the ten thousand—and every Jew 
who goes to Palestine helps to deprive the country from which he has 
migrated of the shadowy excuse for an anti-Jewish policy. He also 
holds up hts head conscious of his nationhood and filled with the price- 
less spiritual advantage of self-respect. 

Just at present the Nazi propaganda is gaining a foothold in every 
country of importance. Its eflects are clearly discernible. The sooner 
responsible people wake up to see that Palestine and the world Jewish 
problem are not tsolated questions the better for truth. for decency, 
and for security. There is really no justification for blindness. Twenty 
years ago, Mr. A. J. Balfour saw the problem and saw it whole. 
To him the Jewish question presented itself in lucid outline as some- 
thing secular and world-wide. How much more obvious to-day is the 
whole matter now that its dimenstons are so ftormidably magnificd. 


PROSPERITY INCREASED WITH IMMIGRATION 


[he Report of the Royal Commission on Palestine of 1937 is a 
document distinguished by brilliant and illuminating historical writing. 
In a moment I shall say whether | consider that the somewhat terse 
proposals which constitute is peroration are equally deserving of 
acclamation. But i does pay constant tribute to the transformation 
wrought by the Jewish settlers. The more wealth introduced and the 
more immigration allowed the greater has been the prosperity of the 
land. It is probably not an exaggeration to say that Palestine could 
receive an average of at Teast 30,000 additional Jews each year. But 
such an intake postulates a number of conditions, 

Ihe first is that the whole of Palestine to the west of the Jordan. 
including the Negev, shall be available for Jewish infiltration. To-day. 
the southern area known as the Negev is comparatively a waste. But 
waste lands have been converted within a brief period by assiduous 
Jewish cultivation into habitable fertile regions, yielding the cultivator 
a fitting return for his industry. 

A comparable result couid only be accomplished for the rest of 
Palestine under the guarantee of proper opportunities, proper govern- 
ment, and proper exploitation of the soil. Indeed, one of the elements 
necessary for a full development is a steady stream of immigrants. 
Not only is such an inflow desirable in the interests of Jewry: it is 
to be recommended in the interests of Palestine. With immigration on 
the scale suggested penetrating the whole of Palestine. including the 
Negev, there is no reason why half a century hence the land should 
not provide homes for upwards of 3,000,000 Jews. The whole territory 
west of the Jordan would then be politically what geography seems to 
indicate—a natural unit. Incidentally, it is worth while mentioning 
that the problem is not one of infinite dimensions: Hitler's unspeakable 
efforts have only succeeded in ridding Germany of 100,000 Jews! 


PARTITION WILL THWART DEVELOPMENT 


But what, it will be objected, has become of Partition? There is 
nothing sacred or inviolable in the proposals of the Royal Commission. 
Frankly, the future I have tried to sketch could not come about if 
Partition is persisted in. It is true that the meagre area originally 
suggested for the Jewish State was never intended to be anything more 
than provisional. Indeed, I think the wrong line of criticism has too 
often been followed. In this, particular, the British Government 
has been unfairly attacked. It has been said: * How can you expect 
Zionists to put up with this scanty patch of territory? Give us a 
reasonable portion of the promised land and we will accept the 
dispensation, After all, we shall enjoy the sweets of sovereigaty.”’ 

I venture to think that that reasoning is wrong. What is needed, 
to the mind of one wha is sincerely anxious for Jewry to enjoy the 
dignified status proper to it, seems not to be immediate sovereignty over 
a tiny tract of land, but freedom to breathe and to breed in a reason- 
able space. Sovereignty in a hurry may be a terribly expensive com- 
modity, Its price may be suffocation. i

What the Arab could and should demand are his rights as a hun 
being. He need not object to a return to the practice of “ econo: 
absorptive capacity,” provided such a return carries with it a ¢!

“TWENTY YEARS AFTER” 
The Rev. Michael Adler’s War-Time Memories 


Part 21 of Twenty Years Arver, a George Newnes’ weekly publication 
on “The Battlefields of 1914-18: Then and Now,” contains a chapte 
entitled “ The Part of the Padres.” In the course of it, the Rev. Michae! 
Adler. D.S.O.. who was Senior Jewish Chaplain in France, contributes som. 
of his memories. He writes: 


“It must be borne in mind that 1914-18 marked the first time in English 
history that Ure War Office had attached Jewish Chaplains to an army !n th 
field. Therefore we had no traditions to guide us, no established routine by 
which to direct our operations.

But that should strengthen the proposi- 
ion previously advanced which was based not only on extensive con- 
ersations with leading protagonists of such a solution, but also upon 
nservation of the trend of Arab public thought as shown by the Press 
oad upon talks with prominent British residents, both in the Govern- 
vent service and in civihan life. It was based, moreover, upon the 
icws given personally by Arab friends who have a genuine interest in 
ne problem of Palestine and of whom one, at least, has been threatened 
») terrorists of hts own race because of that interest. The information 
as to the prospects of a settlement, therefore, came from people who 
had no political axes to grind and who, being private persons rather 
han leaders of local residents, might be regarded as unbiased. Such

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GANGSTERS CAPTURE NINE POLICEMEN 
Two British Soldiers Killed by Arabs 
MORE REPORTS OF GUN-RUNNING 


A most daring raid took place ‘on Saturday night, when a large 
Arab gang entered the Arab village Sukhmata, near Acre, and 
demanded food. It resulted in a clash with nine Arab supernumer- 
aries, and shots were exchanged. The gang succeeded in overpower- 
ing and capturing the nine supernumeraries with their arms. One of 
them, a corporal, was taken away, while the remaining eight were 
released shortly atterwards 

[he gang. it is reported, consisted of eighty-five men, and had come 
irom Syria. The corporal was a Moslem by the name of Ahmed 
Darwish. The ganesters took the rifles and uniforms of the Arab 
supernumeraries whom they captured, leaving them in their under- 
clothing exposed to heavy rain and bitterly cold weather. 

Iwo British soldiers were killed and two wounded in the course of 
an engagement on luesday near Umm Elfaham, in the Jenin area. 
According to reports, about 100 terrorists were engaged in the fight, 
and it ts stated that at least fifteen were killed during the action. 
Ihe engagement continued on Wednesday, and the Royal Ulsters and 
the West Kents. with armoured cars; assisted by aeroplanes, pursued 
the terrorists. ‘Numerous lroops are concentrating in the north near 
the Lebarese trontie: 

Rasem Khalidi, the Government Inspector of the Arab co-operative 
societies, Who was recently arrested on suspicion of having engaged in 
subversive activities, was administratively sentenced to three months’ 
detention in Acre concentration camp. Khalidi, who is a close relative 
of Dr. Khalidi, former Mayor of Jerusalem, ts the first senior Govern- 
ment official to be tnterned under the Emergency Regulations. 

According to Hapoxer, the Criminal Investigation Department has 
detected and deciphered two code letters addressed to Khalidi. The 
letters were trom arms dealers who were inquiring about the purchase 
of German guns. The discovery of these two letters, HABOKER states, 
has already resulted in the confiscation of deposits in several banks. 
[he Government has also ordered an audit of the books of several 
Arab industries 

A large consignment of arms, including a machine-gun and con- 
siderable quantity of ammunition, which was destined for Palestine, 
has been confiscated by the Lebanese police. It appears that the arms 
were brought to Lebanon by Italian vessels. 


END OF TERRORISM IN SIGHT 
Fruits of Military s Firmness 


if rom our Correspondent—JERUSALEM, February 2nd] 


It is quite evident that the terrorists, inspired by their well-known 
friends in Syria. are having.a final desperate fling prior to their complete 
extermination—a task now being ruthlessly undertaken by the military 
authorities. The casualties suffered by the Arab gangsters since 
Monday lust are estimated to number at least thirty dead. It 1s 
probable that more have been killed, but their bodies have not been 
found owing to the nature of the country in which the operations have 
taken place. 

The terrorism has shown a decided diminution in the main towns 
lately, probably as a result of a decline in the funds forthcoming from 
the agitators. Many observers here hold optimistic views about events 
in the urban districts, believing that violence there will soon be brought 
lo an end The relentless measures undertaken by the military 
authorities are rapidly crushing the terrorists still remaining in the 
countryside. 


PROSPECTS OF FIRMER GOVERNMENT 
An Analogy With Trinidad 


(From our Diplomatic Correspondent) 


There is well-founded and cumulative evidence that the new High 
Commissioner for Palestine, Sir Harold MacMichael, will introduce 
a regime of order and equity. He is determined both to eliminate the 
weaker elements among British officials and to add considerably to 
the present numerical strength of British officials, more especially in 
regard to the police.

Fuller Text of Speech to Vaad Leumi 
“BRITISH EMPIRE BASED ON PRINCIPLES” 


As reported in our last issue, Dr. Chaim Weizmann delivered an 
address to the Vaad Leumi in Jerusalem last week on the purpose 
of his intended visit to London. We 
have now received a fuller text of his 
speech from the Jewish Telegraphic 
Agency, and the following is an extract 
from it: 

“I should like to tell the English,” 
he said, “and I shall tell them, that 
they are making a big mistake by trying 
to solve the Palestine problem by 
treating us as scapegoats, not realising 
that there are already half a million 
Jews in Palestine who will not allow 
themselves to be treated as scapegoats. 
J will tell them that there exists among 
the Jews in Palestine a big creative 
force and a force sufficiently strong to 
offer resistance.

“ England cannot tear up agreements,” he continued. “ If she begins 
tearing up agreements, then she runs a great risk, for the basis of the 
British Empire is not a material basis, but a spiritual and a mora! 
one. This great Empire is not based on material power, but on 
principles. This is why England runs a great risk if she tries to tear 
up a solemn agreement which was made before the whole world 
at the time when Britain was in great danger, at the time of the War. 
It is because of this agreement that we have made such sacrifices here. 
and it is great folly to believe that such things can be disregarded. 

“ Finally, | should like to say this,” he said. “ The opponents of

- Partition put the whole problem in a false light. They talk about 


cutting up the country, about a dwarf State which is about to be 
established, and they picture this.

JEWISH CONSTABLE SENTENCED TO DIE 
Judgment by Court of Assize

For the first time since 1933, when Abraham Stavsky was sentenced 
to death by the Jerusalem District Court as a sequel to the murder of 
Dr. Chaim Arlosoroff (later to be acquitted on appeal), a Jew has 
been condemned for murder. P.C. Mordecai Schwartz. of the Palestine 
Police, was sentenced to death on Friday morning, January 28th, on a 
charge of the premeditated murder of P.C. Khoury, an Arab constable, 
on the night of September Ist/2nd, 1937. 

Both men at the time were guarding the summer camp of General 
Sir Arthur Wauchope, near Athlit. Schwartz was, according to his 
deposition, asleep inside his tent when he heard shots. He jumped 
out of bed and returned the fire. In summing up for the prosecution, 
the Crown Counsel, Mr. Michael Hogan, suggested that the fatal shot

* HAAVARA’S” SALVAGE WORK 


Excellent Results Over Four Years 


[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM] 


Imports of capital through Haavara, Ltd., the Trust and Transfer 
Office which began functioning in November, 1933, for the purpose 
of salvaging the capital of Jewish residents of Germany, amounted 
to 31,300,000 marks (£P1,500,000) in 1937, as compared with 19,900,000 
marks in the previous year. 

Transfers since “Haavara™” began amounted to 77,800,000 
Reichsmarks by the end of 1937, the gold value of this amount being 
£P4,500,000. 

The increase of 57.2 per cent. during last year ts mainly due to 4 
higher transfer of funds in cash, which rose from 9,900,000 in 1936 
to 18,500,000 marks in 1937, or by nearly 100 per cent. Anothe: 
type of transfer is the * Selbstransfer.” which increased trom 10,000,000 
in 1935 to 12,800,000 marks in 1937. 

At the end of December last, the amount waiting in German banks 
for transfer into Palestine was about 50,000,000 marks, or £P2,500,000

FINES ranging between Ss. and ISs. were imposed by the municipal 
magistrates Of Tel-Aviv during the week on proprietors of twenty-five 
cafés and restaurants who kept their premises open throughout the Sabbath 
in contravention of the city’s by-laws. In accordance with the resolution 
adopted by the Café Owners’ Federation, the men unanimously refused to 
pay the fine, and have been allowed a short period of grace to pay, with 
the alternative of one day's imprisonment for each 2s. of their fine. Their 
defence was that they could not afford to forfeit their takings after 11 o'clock 
on Friday nights, and before 10 a.m. and after 3 p.m. on Saturdays. 


AFTER travelling for nine months on foot, suffering cold and hunger before 
reaching Palestine, seventeen children, eleven men, and eight women are 
being held at Safed as illegal immigrants. They are Jewish refugees from 
Bokhara. One infant of a year ol! died in the lock-up from exposure. and 
three children have had to be removed to hospital with measles.

ment as to its composition as well as the date of its departure will be 
made shortly. 


AN unusual form of assistance to the unemployed has been decided on 
by “ Tnuva,” the co-operative marketing association of Jewish labour settle- 
ments, at its annual meeting at Haifa. On the motion of Mr. Joseph Baratz. 
of Dagania, it was resolved to distribute free or sell at low prices agricul- 
tural produce to 10,000 Jewish unemployed and their dependents for the 
next two years. The cost of this service to “ Tnuva”™ will be £P30.000. 


IN view of the constant sabotage on the narrow-gauge railway line 
between Tulkarm and Nablus, the curfew limits, which had hitherto covered 
an area of S500 metres on either side of the permanent-way, have been 
extended to three kilometres. Anyone found within this curfew zone 
between sunset and sunrise will be liable to summary action. 


Ir is announced that seventeen new Jewish agricultural settlements. 
comprising an area of 35,000 dunams, were established in 1937. Of these. 


eleven are Kibbutzim and six Moshavim. The aggregate population of the 
settlements is 1,350. 


A TILE factory belonging to Michael Steinberg in Motza, near Jerusalem, 
has been destroyed by fire. It is suspected that the fire was caused by 
Arabs, and the damage is estimated at about £10,000. ,

THE GROSSMAN CASE

A Call for Revision 
trom Professor A. 8S. YAHUDA 


To the Editor of THe Jewisu 


When | read some time ago in THe Jewisu CHronicre that Mr. 
Meir Grossman, leader of the Zionist State Party, had been deprived of his 
rights as Vice-President and a member of the General Zionist Council 
(Actions Committee) before his case had been heard, I was, like many 
others of your readers deeply shocked. But I felt sure that he would be 
given an Opportunity at the Zionist Court of Honour to answer, fully and 
publicly, the charges which had been made against him.

Grossman was charged) unless and until Mr. Grossman had first clearly 
and solemnly warned the President of the Zionist Organisation that he 
intenced to publish the document if the President failed to give a satis- 
factory explanation of its contents and his conduct. _I| was present at 
all the meetings of the Zionist Congress at Ziirich last year and I am able 
to provide facts concerning the subject of the charge brought against Mr. 
Grossman which throw an important light on the whole case.

from authoritative quarters to do sc —not one even sought to discuss the 
matter privately with Mr. Grossman. 

It was only when the EVENING SraNnDARD and other London papers took 
the matter up that the President showed signs of being impressed. But 
even then he remained silent. It was only when the EVENING Sra‘Darp 
began to attack the Colonial Secretary on the basis of the contents of the 
document that Zionist leaders became wroth with Mr. Grossman. Never- 
theless, still no official action was taken against him. Only after several 
weeks, when a change of attitude in Government quarters was observed. 
were proceedings against Mr. Grossman started by the Zionist Organisation 
He was suddenly accused of having endangered the Zionist cause! The 
whole responsibility was thrown upon the head of Mr. Grossman. 

It became clear that the President was not so much perturbed by the 
revelation that he had committed a serious wrong by holding a discussion 
with the Colonial Secretary on the basis of Partition before he had obtained 
the views of the Executive and the Congress. But he was perturbed because 
the publication had had a bad effect upon members of the British Govern- 
ment. And so it was decided to send the scapegoat Grossman to Azazel. 
Stigmatising him as guilty of conduct dangerous to Zionism. 

When these details of the matter become known, it ts difficult to believe 
that English gentlemen will be satisfied at the punishment of Mr. Grossman 
by a leadership which itself was responsible for failing to exercise average 
foresight when it could easily have prevented the “ indiscreet” publication. 

In the light of the foregoing. the sentence against Mr. Grossman must 
stand forth as a flagrant travesty of justice. The sooner a revision of the 
case is carried through, the better for the prestige of Zionism and for the 
interests of the Jewish people The Court which. unfortunately. was 
involved in this procedure cannot. of course, be entrusted with the revision 
A new Court, of the utmost political impartiality, must be called, and, as 
there is no longer any secret about the published document, Mr. Grossman 
must be given a full and public hearing. - The whole matter is the more 
disturbing as people cannot refrain from thinking of what would happen 
if principles and practices such as have been demonstrated in the handling 
of the Grossman case were to charactertse the present leaders who would 
be invested with the power of dispensing justice in the Jewish Siate *o 
coveted by them. 

But there is another matter with which a Court of Honour will have to 
ceal very seriously. The facts made public by Mr. Grossman indicated that 
the President carried on negotiations with the Colonial Secretary taking 
Partition as a concluced fact and that he even. undertook to relieve 
under certain conditions. the British Government from the Mandate 
obligations. This was done by him without any authorisation and against 
his own pledges. Such liberties taken by a leader entrusted with the most 
vital interests of the Jewrsh people must result mm incalculable dangers to 
the Jewish cause. The gravity of this conduct is by no means reduced by 
reservations made by the President to the effect that he proceeded in a 
private capacity. The President of the Ziontst Organisation should answer 
the charges resulting from the publication of that document, no matter 
whether the publication was justified or not.

REVISIONISTS IN) CONFERENCE 
Mr. Jabotinsky’s Address at Prague 
THE N.Z.O. * TEN-YEAR”™ PLAN 


An emphatic rejection of the plan to partition Palestine and demands 
for the democratic reform of the Jewish Agency and for the convoca- 
tion of an international conference of friendly Powers to consider the 
solution of the Jewish question on the basis of the whole of Palestine 
for the rehabilitation of the entire Jewish people were the chief points 
of Mr. Jabotinsky’s main address to the second Congress of the New 
Zionist Organisation, which opened in Prague on Monday in the 
Lucerne Hall. 

Representatives of the Czechoslovak Government, of the municipal- 
ity of Prague, and representatives of foreign Powers, the Jewish 
Communities, and large Jewish organisations attended the opening of 
the Congress. 

In a brief opening address, Mr. Vladimir Jabotinsky, President of 
the New Zionist Organisation, who was given a rousing ovation, sur- 
veyed the position of the Jews in different countries and in Palestine. 
as well as the political orientation of the N.Z.O. He paid a tribute to 
the leaders of the movement who had died during the past year. 
He also eulogised the Jewish victims of the Arab terror in Palestine. 
and sent fraternal greetings to the Revisionists who are at present under 
detention in Acre concentration camp. 

In the course of his main address, Mr. Jabotinsky said: “ The mass 
emigration of the Jews is not only a Jewish question, but also a world 
problem. The future of Palestine is not the private concern of the 
Mandatory Power, but the general concern of all States which are 
interested in the plight of the Jews and which are in favour of Zionism. 
There is a second community of interests in addition to that. There 
exists to-day a tendency to relieve certain great Powers of their 
obligations towards the weaker nations. With all due respect, | warn 
these weaker nations: do not permit England to question her responsi- 
bilities towards the weakest of all nations, the Jewish people, because 
that will be only the first step.” 

He went on to declare that he regarded the future of the League as 
unshakable, the Palestine Mandate as a fact of still great importance, 
and the Mandates Commission as an entirely competent body. “ The 
attempts made by a certain section of the old Zionist Organisation to 
liquidate the connection between Palestine and the League of Nations 
and to advocate the annexation of Palestine by the British Empire are 
rejected by us indignantly. When Palestine on both sides of the Jordan 
is finally established as a Jewish State with a Jewish majority, then only 
will the country be able to decide what form its connection with the 
British Empire should take.” 

He explained the proposed N.Z.O. “ ten-year” plan which envisages 
the settlement of one million Jews in the western part of Palestine and 
half a million Jews in Transjordan. The plan would also involve 
special land and water researches in western and eastern districts of the 
Jordan, the settlement of Jews and Palestine Arabs on any plot of land 
which would be capable of cultivation, the launching of a Jewish 
national loan, and the establishment of a Palestine “ emission ” bank. 
The tariff policy of the Government, he said,-ought to aim at utilising 
local purchasing power for local industries

No Palestine Section Yet 


fo the Editor of Tue JEwiIsH CHRONICLE 


Sik. Considering that Palestine had its special pavilion in last years 
Paris Exhibition. and that valuable. propaganda was carried out there by 
the Zionist authorities, it is rather strange that so far there has been 
no booking of space in Britains own Empire Exhibition, which ts to open at 
Gslasgow in Mav 

One would have thought that this would provide a splendid opportunity 
1) advertise Palestine products and Zionism’s achievements to the English- 
speaking universe. Yet. in a note received a‘few days ago from the general 
manager of the Exhibition. | was told that no stand in the Palaces of 
Industry. Or space in the grounds of the Exhibition, has. vet been taken 
by Zionist organisations 

furthermore. there would seem to be little opportunity for a change of 
mind. Owirne to the numerous applications lor space during the last seven 
months. there is none now available in any of the Palaces of Industry, and 
even sites in the grounds themselves have become limited. 

Strictly speaking. Palestine is not actually an Empire domain. Still, it 
is closely enough connected with the Empire—especially in view of the 
latest campaign to make Eretz Yisrael a Crown Colony-——to warrant at least 

look-in at the gathering of the British nations. 

Ail the colonies are to be represented at the Exhibition. Everybody 
will be there. in fact. but poor little Palestine. One will walk from end 
to end of the Exhibition without seeing a Jaffa orange to represent the 
Holy Land or even a pamphlet showing there is such a place as the Jewish 
National Home 

lhere seems to be conspiracy of silence about industrial Palestine. At 
the Imperial Institute in South Kensington one may gain.a sound idea 
of most of the places of the Empire, but the Palestine section, with its 
almost indecently nude exhibit,.telly practically nothing. A few bowls of 
cereals. some jars of citrus fruits and olives, models of farmers’ hand tools, 
and a town-planning map of Jerusalem-——these are all to indicate the recent 
social histor, of one of the most politically-important parts of the Empire. 
Of the new machinery which has changed the indigenous agriculture, of the 
creation of national electrical power and transport, of the wealth of mineral 
resources from the Dead Sea. of the industrialised cities, and of the National 
Home--nothing 

One hopes that Fretz Yisrael will secure a place in the Empire Exhibition 
somehow, even at the e'eventh hour!

INALGURATION OF LIVERPOOL BRANCH 
Sir Wyndham Deedes on Dual Responsibility 


Brigadier-General Sit Wyndham Deedes, and Colonel J. H. Levey were 
the principal speakers at a largely attended meetifg held on Sunday at the 
Cjreenbank Drive Synagogue Hall. to tnaugurate officially the local branch 
of the Maccabi Association. Mr. Maurice Rathbone, in welcoming the 
speakers, said that the local Association had been functioning for some 
time. and that its activities were confined at the moment to four sections, 
tennis. tab'e-iennis, football, and badminton. The membership totalled 140. 
it.Col.’Leveyv outlined the aims and achievements of the Maccabi movec- 
ment. He said that one of the chief ob’ects of the Maccabi was to teach 
the younger members of their race to be good Jews and good citizens. He 
“as most anxious that Jewish and non-Jewish teams should meet on the 
sports field, which was one of the best methods of leading to a better 
understanding 

Sir Wvndham Deedes said that if only the countries of the world would 
realise—and how few did--the value of the contribution that the Jew could, 
and did. make to civilisation, the world would be a much better place 
to live in to-day. Every lew had a dual responsibility, to the country of 
which he was a citizen. and to his own Community. The Jews were con- 
demned in some countries, but stull deeply appreciated in others, including 
England. Referring to the Government plan for a National Fitness 
Campaign, Sir Wyndham said that there was tragic evidence to be seen 
evervwhere that this effort to improve the health of the people was long 
overdue. Fitness was not in itself an end, but merely a means to an end. 
Chere was no necessity for suspicion-of the motives that had inspired the 
campaign, and he hoped that the Jewish Community would play tis part. 
He would particularly. stress the importance of the Maccabi movement, 
especially in these times, and also because it was bound up with Palestine.

RESHEVSKY'S FINE CHESS DISPLAY 
At Anglo-Palestinian Club 


A remarkable demonstration of simultaneous chess was given last week 
at the Anglo-Palestiniah Club, Great Windmill Street, where Mr. Samuel 
Reshevsky (of America) played twenty-seven members of the newly-formed 
Chess Section. He won twenty-six games and drew one. 

Ihe idea of establishing the new section of this enterprising club was 
conceived on!y four days previously: and the mustering of twenty-seven 
players as well as a large number of onlookers speaks well for the energetic 
efforts of Mr. L. Gildesgame. the Club's Hon. Secretary. Mr. Ruben. Dell, 
Chairman of the Chess Committee, and other organisers. 
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Samuel Reshevsky playing some of his twenty-seven opponents at the 
Anglo-Palestinian Club.

Mr. Reshevsky played white and. used a variety of opening moves. 
Thereafter each playér was required to wait till Mr. Reshevsky reached his 
table before moving a piece. (There was, by the way, one woman player.) 
The speed of the chess-master’s response was amazing. In the early stages 
of the game he moved before his opponent's hand had left the board, and 
im many cases took only a second or so for each move right up to the end 
of the game. A few of the games halted him awhile at each visit; but 
one’s general impression of the match was of a dapper little figure tripping 
quickly round the room and an arm constantly darting out to move a piece. 
The match ended after three hours’ play. The drawn game was with 
Edmund Dell, sixteen-vear-old son of the Chairman of the Chess Committee 
and last year’s boy champion of London. : 

Samuel Reshevsky, who is Chess Champion of the United States, came 
into prominence in this country a few weeks ago by winning ‘the inter- 
national tournament at Hastings. A representative of THe JewisH CHRONICLE 
who spoke to him at the Anglo-Palestinian Club found him a _ very 
unassuming young man, showing not the slightest sign of fatigue after the 
three hours’ simultaneous display. Asked whether it was memory or quick 
vision that he depended upon in such a display, he said that both were 
important; that he pursued a plan of play in each case: and retained an 
impression of each board. Had he any theory for the success which so 
many Jewish players had achieved in championship chess? Mr. Reshevsky 
was asked. No, he replied. All he knew was that it was a fact that the 
Jews did seem to produce many good players. “Are you interested in 
bridge?” “Yes,” said Mr. Reshevsky, adding that good chess players 
appeared to make good bridge players when they turned to that game. 
With Capablanca, he said, he won the Margate Bridge Tournament in 1935. 

Mr. Reshevsky was born in Oserkov, Poland, twenty-six years ago. He 
Started playing chess at the age of five; and was no more than six when, in 
a Simultaneous game against forty-two players, he won forty-one and drew 
one. He toured the countries of Europe as a chess prodigy and then went to 
America, where, at the age of eleven, he began to devote himself to general 
education, going first to school and then graduating at Chicago University. 
He specialised in accountancy, which profession he now follows. For ten 
years, Reshevsky’s name was unheard of in chess circles—or if he was 
mentioned it was only as a boy prodigy of whom all trace had been lost. 
With his graduation from the University began the revival of his chess 
career. In 1934, he won an international contest at Syracuse: in 1935, he 
met twelve outstanding players at Margate, where he did not lose a game, 
and defeated, among others, Capablanca. He won the American champion- 
ship in 1936.

Mr. Philip Halperin (Chairman and Joint Managing Director) said: 
Ladies and Gentlemen.—I would make it clear that the profit and loss 
account covers the year to December 3ist, 1937; an appropriate alloca- 
tion to cover the profit for the period of eight weeks prior to incorporation 
has been made and. used to write down goodwill, and to this I refer later. 

When we met on the occasion of the statutory meeting, I was in the 
position of being able to report that the turnover for the month of April

EXTENSION OF SHOWROOMS 


Our endeavour has always been to provide for the small trader a wide and 
attractive range of goods and to display these stocks to the best advantage 
in Our showrooms. It was with this end in view that we acquired during 
the course of the vear further properties adjoining our original premises. 
These new premises have a frontage in Houndsditch and Stoney Lane of 
approximately 130 feet. and in demolishing these and rebuilding we are 
incorporating them with our existing premises, which will give us an 
additional floor space of approXimately one acre. 

Ihe purchase of these properties was completed on very advantageous 
terms, and we are of the opinion that the value of our premises generally 
will be materially enhanced when the rebuilding scheme is corapleted, 
and our valuers concur m this view. We have put in hand the demolition 
and rebuilding of these properties, and we expect to be in occupation 
in some seven or eight months and to be in good time to reap the benefit 
of this vears autumn trade. 

We have also entered into arrangements with the London Passenger 
Transport Board for the erection of a building over the Metropolitan 
Railway line at the back of our premises. This building will be connected 
bs bridges with our main premises; the work-on this is well in hand and | 
am confident that the additional space available to the business will amply 
justify this extension. When these operations are completed, we shall own 
a modern and well-equipped building of which we may well be proud. 


SUBSTANTIAL BALANCE OF FLOATING ASSETS 


I can point with satisfaction to the total of floating assets, which vou 
will note show an excess of some £417,000 over current liabilities. the latter 
including the dividend recommended on the Ordinary shares. which has 
been provided on the assumption that you will confirm the recommendations 
of the Board. 

With regard to the balance shown as still due on the staff participation 
account, | have been asked why this figure is less than the allocation made 
in the profit and loss account. This is due to the fact that it was decided 
to make a Christmas distribution to the staff before the final figures were 
ascertained. We feel that vou will endorse this action. 

The remainder of the liabilities are self-explanatory, except that it should 
be made clear that the dividends have been provided in full and that the 
income tax deducted, or to be deducted, therefrom, together with the taxa- 
lion reserve shown on the balance-sheet, will fully cover the total liability 
to income tax and National Defence Contribution. With regard to the 
National Defence Contribution, you will remember that this tax was 
instituted some time after your Company was formed, and it was not, 
therefore, taken into account in the prospectus. The necessary reserve, 
amounting to approximately £10,000, has been provided, and, having regard 
to the purpose for which this tax was created, I am sure you will agree 
with me that we make our contribution gladly. 

The profit and loss account attached to the balance-sheet shows clearly 
the method in which the trading profit has been appropriated. 


PROFIT POSITION 

I now refer to the fact that, while the trading profit of £283.800 for the 
twelve months to December 31st, 1937, shows an excess over the prospectus 
estimate for the year to March 31st, 1937, of £13,800, it must be borne in 
mind that there is an overlapping in the periods and that the estimate 
of £270,000 included the three months to March 31st, 1937. It is. therefore, 
clear that the increase of £13,800 is attributable to the trading for the nine 
months from April Ist to December 31st. 

With regard to the subsidiary company, the profits for the year have not 
been included in the accounts of your company, but have been carried 
forward in the accounts of the subsidiary. A consolidated balance-sheet 
which was enclosed with the Directors’ report and accounts sent to each 
shareholder sets out the joint position of the two companies as at 
December 31st, 1937. Your Directors have, after mature consideration, 
decided to wind up the subsidiary company aS soon as convenient and to 
absorb its business in that of your Company. I am sure you will agree that 
it will be in the best interests of the business as a whole to bring these two 


entities into even closer relationship and so to effect economies in 
administration. 


PROGRESS CONTINUED IN CURRENT YEAR 

I am pleased to say that the returns of the business for January this vear 
once again show a steady increase over the corresponding period of last 
year. 1] feel that this indicates the healthy condition of your business and 
supports my co-Directors and myself in the confidence which we have in the 
future success of the Company. 

_I would like to take this opportunity of expressing my very deep appre- 
ciation of the unfailing enthusiasm, energy, and hearty co-operation of my 
colleague and Joint Managing Director, Mr. I. J. Burstein, and also my 
sincere thanks to our co-Directors, Managers, and staff for their excellent 
work and great ae which have contributed in great measure to the 
successful results of the year.

“ion last year, he had had the temerity to uiter a word 
of caution and to suggest that every care ought to be taken to ensure against 
the activity of our internal trade degenerating into anything which could possibly 
he called a boom, and that they should look forward to the time when the 
raf activity had come to an end and take all possible measures 
to fill the gap with increased foreign trade. The events of the past year had, 
he thought. justified what might have appeared to be an unnecessarily cautious 
attitude on his part. It frequently appeared to be the fate of a banker to be in 
opposition to the exsung trend of public opinion: and i last year, when 
evervthing had seemed rosy, he had had his doubts as to the future, so again 
now. when talk of a recession in trade was somewhat loud and insistent, he 
caw no reason in the fundamentals of our commercial position to apprehend 
any serious setback 

There were many factors, especially in the political sphere, which were oan 
the lap of the gods, but trade in this country appeared to him to be generally 
sound. That did not mean that it was not wise to look’ forward to a time when 
it might be less active. That was always true wisdom, but it was the height 
of unwisdom io hasten such a time by creating an unfavourable psychological 
etmosphere in which the very thing they wished to avoid was artificially nurtured, 

Bearing all those things in mind, he urged the importance of doing all that 
was possible not only to keep, but to increase, the volume of our export trade. 
He congratulated the Government ‘on endeavouring to arrange a trade agree- 
ment with the United States, and added that, whatever steps might be taken 
as a result of M. Van Zeeland’s report, there could be no doubt of the necessity:

THE THIRD BLOCH RECITAL 


Masterful Evocation of Human Moods

THE PHILHARMONIC UNDER MENGELBERG 


Willem Mengelberg conducted the London Philharmonic Orchestra 
al the Queen's Hall last week in a programme that looked uneventful 
enough on paper but turned out to be full of excitement, such respons: 
did he obtain from the orchestra: J. C. Bach's lovely littl Sinfonia, 
with its slow movement that might have been written for Léon Goossens 
and was exquisitely played by him, put us in a generous mood to listen 
to three movements from César Franck’s “ Psyché.” This not very 
successful symphonic poem was written between the violin sonata and 
the symphony; though not of great substance in themselves, the 
excerpts served to remind us how perfectly the strings and woodwind 
of the L.P.O. can play at their best. Real depth came with the Prelude 
and the Liebestod from “ Tristan.” and after the interval Tchaikovsky's 
much-battered Fifth Symphony came amazingly to life. An individual 
interpretation with plenty of rubato that was always coherent and 
never vulgar, brilliantly played. made this a performance not lightly 
to be forgotten. 


PROKOFIEV AT THE B.B.C. SYMPHONY CONCERT 

With the exception of the Beethoven “Eroica,’ competently 
conducted by Sir Adrian Boult, last week's B.B.C. Symphony Concert 
at the Queen's Hall was devoted entirely to the works of Prokofiev, 
the composer himself conducting. An understanding of the signii- 
cance of Prokofiev must reveal that he stands midway between the 
great and trivial. In his. attempt to “aim at beauty and expression 
in music,” he neither taps the primal sources of the deepest emotions, 
nor succeeds in projecting them in a sublimated form as Beethoven 
did. One does not deny that profound emotions do exist, but the 
composer, like some one unaware of the powers of the unconscious, 
rationalises the depths of his musical feeling into something agreeable, 
interesting, yet repressed. For a composer of Prokofiev's huge talent, 
compromise between his conception of “ beauty ” and the sources of 
his musical feeling, is dangerous. 

The “Symphonie Classique” in D had a well-Knit structure and 
a simplicity born of creative anemia rather than creative force, but 
the “ Roméo sur la tombe de Juliette movement in the Symphonic 
Suite No. 2 revealed the composer at his best: one who for a 
transitory period had recognised a primal force that had found its 
way into musical expression. The “ Andante Assai° movement in 
the Violin Concerto No. 2 in G Minor (interpreted in a straight- 
forward manner by Robert Soétens), had glimpses of this more vital 
and satisfactory aspect of Prokofiev's work. It ts still appropriate 
to stress the importance of the unconscious and how it ts utilised 


‘in achieving consummate moments in music, but for some Composers 


there is a limit to their ability to seize upon this mainspring. That 
may be an answer to one of the riddles of composition. 


CINEMA 


: FILM FAMINE 
Hollywood and Britain Producing Less 


[By our Cinema Correspondent] 

Concern is growing in film circles at the dearth of pictures which 
threatens to make itself felt in the coming months. Hollywood at 
present has two dozen films in production; Britain has less than a 
dozen. Hollywood is over a hundred behind schedule for the season; 
Britain since last midsummer has produced only one-sixth of the 
total for the corresponding period a year ago. The result will probably 
be at least three fewer releases per week next season than there are 
now. 

I discussed this question with an influential exhibitor. He suggested 
that his side of the industry would, “ as usual,” be the sufferers because 
the ordinary economics of supply and demand would operate to force 
up the rentals of worth-while pictures. A leading Wardour Street 
distributor agreed ‘that there was a limit to the number of cinemas any 
film could be shown at the same week, but disagreed that the exhibitor 
would necessarily suffer. He considered that the renting side, which, 
in effect, works purely on a commission basis, would obviously be in 
a worse position, 

One suggestion that I have heard is to discontinue the double-feature 
programme where possible: run one film and cater for a rapidly- 
reviving public interest by half an hour of so of music-hall. This 
would allow an extra house each day if desired.

Isaac 
would not recall the blessing he had already 
bestowed on Jacob, and it was only in response 
to Esau’s insistence that he gave him a 
secondary blessing. It was many years before 
the two brothers were reconciled, and mean- 
while Jacob had to flee from his parental home 
lo save his life. 


Deceiver Decetvep 
The Rabbis teach that 


because Jacob 


allowed himself to be a party to this fraud. 


he himself was afterwards a victim of a great 
deception. And that brings us to the second 
hoax which I would like to recall. You will 
remember how Jacob took service with his 
uncle Laban and fell in love with his 
daughter Rachel. He was not allowed to wed 
until he had given seven years of arduous 
work as a herdsman.

Many years later the Rabbis 
instituted the principle of having only a single 
wife.

There was one tribe—the Gibconites—who did 
not at all relish the prospect of being wiped

(made of skins) and bread that had gone hard 
and mouldy.
